ican World Airways jet from 
New York flew through the Ber- 
lin air corridor today, defying 


_ a warning 
from 
the Soviet 


* Union it could not guarantee 


the plane's safety over East 
Germany. 


In a protest note Monday to 


the United States the Soviet 
Union called the New York- 
Berlin service illegal and dis- 
claimed responsibility for the 
consequences if it continued. 


Pan Am refused to cancel the 


flight and the jet entered 
the 


110-mile long center corridor on 
the last stage of the flight. 


The aircraft touched down at 


Berlin's Tegel Airport at 1:27 
p.m., 
28 minutes 
ahead 
of 


schedule. 


It left New York with 77 pas- 


sengers, 
10 of whom were 


booked through to Berlin. The 
plane made stops at Iceland and 
Scotland. 
None of 
the pas- 


sengers had voiced any concern 
over the Soviet warning. 


A Soviet note to the United 


States and Britain claimed the 
recently 
inaugurated 
flights 


were illegal because they had 
not been approved by the Com- 
munist East German regime. 


A Pan American spokesman 


said the flights three times a

Farris Bryant on night 
demonstrations. 


Two wade-ins were hel dMon- 


day within three hours. Each 
time tough white segregationists 
wielding fists and clubs 
at* 


tacked the Negroes. 


Bryant, ordered by U.S. Dist. 


Judge Bryan Simpson to show 
cause why he should not be held 
in contempt of court for his or- 
der to halt the night marches, 
worked on the defens he will 
make in court at Jacksonville 
Friday. 


Simpson had struck down an 


earlier attempt by police to stop 
the marches. He declared the 
ban violated freedom of speech 
£>nd assembly. 


Bryant 
reprtedly 
plans t 


cite a strength-in-reserve law 
granting governors extraordina- 
ry powers in times of stress. 


The governor denied that he 


had asked the State Supreme 
Court for an advisory opinion 
on his duties and responsibilities 
under a Florida "big stick law," 
Reliable sources said the court 
was studying the law for him. 


The law, enacted in 1955 aft*r 


the U.S. Supreme Court decision 
outlawing segregation in public 
schools, gives the governor au- 
thority to take any steps he 
deems necessary to prevent vw« 
lence and maintain peace. 


State troopers sent in by the 


governor quickly broke up Mon* 
day's encounters and hauled 21 
persons to jail. Virtually all 
those arrested were released on 
bonds. 


Until Ihe battle over desegre- 


gation grew tense two weeks 
ago, 
Negroes had used the in- 


tegrated public beach without 
incident. 


During the first wade-in Mon- 


day 
several 
Negroes 
were 


struck and nine whites were ar* 
rested. The second wade-in pro- 
duced a more violent reaction, 
The whites beat some of the 
demonstrators

Catherine Norrell, D- 
Ark., and other dignitaries are 
expected to be pesent for the 
dedication ceremonies. 


The activities will mark the 


culmination of efforts to have i 
the post enshrined by Sen. J. i 
William Fulbright and the late 
Rep. William 
F. Norrell, 
D- 


Ark., 
husband of Mrs. Norrell. 


Fulbright 
and 
Norrell spon- 


soed the 1960 act of Congress 
which made the post a national 
park. 


Post Arkansas originally was 


founded in 1686 by French ex- 
plorer Henri D e T o n t i who 
stopped at the site during a trip 
.down the Mississippi River in 
search of his fellow explorer 
LaSalle. 


But even before that, in 1541- 


42, Spanish explorer Hernando 
DeSoto and a small band of sol- 


diers spent the winter 
near 


what is now the post. 


Since Jts founding,. Arkansas 


Post has been in Indian terri- 
tory, Spanish territory, French 
territoy, seat of the Louisiana 
t.eritorial govenment, seat of 
the Akansas territorial govern- 
ment, capital of Arkansas and 
a civil war battle site.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court, undeterred by 
criticism that it is pushing too 
far too fast and usurping pow- 
er, has finished another jammed 
year deciding cases from civil 
rights and communism to re- 
apnorlionment. 


If continued to assert its con- 


cern for civil liberties—protec- 
tion of the individual from the 
power of the state. It handled 
labor problems and many cases 
which may seem minor to the 
general public but took time, 
work and thought. 


Near the end of last year's 


term the court blew up a storm 
by banning any required read- 
ing of the Bible and the Lord's 
Prayer 
in public schools. At- 


tempts were made in Congress 
this year to undo that decision. 


But these attempts — to pro-

ment permitting the reading of 
the prayer and the Bible — have 
failed so far and will probably 
fail totally.

Stability of 
Wholesale 
Prices Help

NEW YORK (AP) — Stability 


of wholesale -prices — a rare 
thing during 
business 
expan- 


sions — has been a mark of the 
current upswing. But new pres- 
sures may be building up to tip 
the balance. 


Already there have been con- 


siderable fluctuations in some 
commodities. Some prices have 
risen, particularly for industrial 
materials, because demand has 
caught up with supply. Others 
have been raised as a result of 
recent 
wage contracts. And 


more such negotiations are in 
the offing. 


But so far, weakness in other 


commodities has kept the over- 
all price index almost level. 


The cost of living — or con- 


sumer price index — hasn't been 
so accommodating. It has held 
to a fairly steady if slow up- 
ward course, due mainly to ad- 
vancing charges for services. 


Since the present business up- 


swing started early in 1961 the 
Bureau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics 


wholesale price index — based 
on the 1957-59 average as 100 — 
has moved between 99.5 and 
101,2. It now is right in between, 
just slightly above 100. The con- 
sumer price index in April was 
107.8 from thesame base.
